Urbana, 111.—“Before you select 
the pattern for that new sk irt or 
jack et that you are planning to 
mak e from father's ‘cast-off suit 
or topcoat, look the garm ent ov er 
carefully,” adv ises Miss Edna R. 
Gray, 
assistant 
professor 
of 
clothing extension, Univ ersity of 
Illinois College of A griculture. 
“Hold it up to the light. 
See if 
there are any thin spots or places 
w'here the weav e has brok en. 
If 
so, plan to try to av oid these when 
laying the pattern or to mend 
them before cutting the new gar­ 
ment. 
Mak e careful note of the 
location and extent of this wear. 
Much can be done to av oid hav ing 
to use these parts in the new’ 
garm ent by selecting a pattern 
which has pieces so shaped that 
they fit w ithin the stronger parts. 
“Knowledge of the exact size 
and shape of the pieces of the old 
garm ent will 
help 
in 
selecting 
the pattern to be used. 
The best 
way to gain this inform ation is to 
rip the suit or shirt apart care­ 
fully. 
W here the cloth is not ten­ 
der and where it is easy to see 
w hat you are doing, a razor blade 
is a satisfactory tool to use for 
ripping. 
In other places pick out 
the 
stitching carefully 
w ith a 
pin, for it is easy to cut or tear 
m aterial when you are in a hur­ 


ry.

from ripping. 
( lean Ripped Piece» 
Before starling work on the new 
garm ent, it is wise to clean the 
tipped pieces of the old one. 
This 
is im portant not only because it 
mak es the work of reconstruction 
more pleasant but also because 
soil frequently cov ers faded or 
badly stained areas. 
Most wool 
suitings are not only cleaner but 
brighter and lov elier after w ash­ 
ing and pressing. 
Before w ash­ 
ing, examine all the pieces. Mak e 
sure that edges which m ight fray 
or stretch are protected w ith a 
line of machine sitching and tha t 
all spots which are lik ely not to 
come out in washing are remov ed.
